EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 39-60 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or make obvious the steps of or means for "each of the first, 
second and third gatekeepers communicates with its respective associated 
subscriber terminals over a respective communication path that does not include 
any other gatekeeper", when such gatekeepers are considered within the specific 
structure of the method recited in claims 39 and 54 or the device recited in claim 46.
